Ken, N4S0, and I discussed this a week or two ago. Emails sent between us 
directly are not affected, but if they go through the listserver at 
Lehigh.edu they get corrupted. 


I think this problem just started within the last 2 months or so, but I 
can't give an exact date without looking at some old emails or QRP-L 
archives. I can't seem to get to the QRP-L archives on the internet right 
now, so I haven't been able to look at the old archives. 


I use Juno version 3.0.13, Ken and you appear to be using old version 
version 1.49. So the the corruption doesn't seem to be dependent on later 
versions of Juno. I can't tell where the name ID is getting scrogged (a 
technical geek term), but I noticed it doesn't happen to Juno email sent 
to the Elecraft reflector. 


My guess is that a different version of software has been installed on 
one of the systems along the email path to Lehigh.edu, since the Elecraft 
server at qth.net has no such problem with the headers. Maybe Juno's 
server is stripping it off somehow when the mail is addressed to some 
site other than through a Juno account. 


That's just an observation and a hunch. I really don't know exactly what 
has gone wrong.

W6RCL / QRP didn't break much of a sweat on this one (nor spend a lot of 
time on the air), but I had a good time anyway!

Fellow QRP'ers, 


I have a problem with my OHR-400 in that some of the "trimpot" inductors in 
the 80-M band-specific filters need to be adjusted so that the rotatable core is 
nearly all of the way "out" of the coil when following the calibration procedure. 
The problem is worst with 80 meters. I have been able to get it to go, 
nonetheless. Electrically that is. Mechanically, however, it is woefully 
inadequate because a couple of the cores are so loose that one has even fallen out 
when turning it upside down to perform repairs/mods. In any case, I want to redo 
the allignment and seal the inductors with some type of sealant. 


What type of sealant is appropriate for this? It needs to be able to be in contact 
with the core without degrading performance (much). Ideally, it will not set 
immediately so that I have some time to fine-tune the core at the last minute with 
the sealant in place.

Beeswax is the VERY BEST "sealant" (read: keep the slug in place!) I can 
think 

of, Joel. With the xbottomx of the coil form exposed, just drip a single 
DROP of 

beeswax down into the coil form. You can melt it from a "chip" with your 
soldering 

iron and control it pretty well. A single drop is "r.f. transparent" and if 
you have to 

subsequently adjust the slug in the form, you can usually break it loose 
without 

damaging the slug adjustment shaft.

Fellow QRP'ers, 


I have a problem with my OHR-400 in that some of the "trimpot" 
inductors in the 80-M band-specific filters need to be adjusted so that the 
rotatable core is nearly all of the way "out" of the coil when following the 
calibration procedure. The problem is worst with 80 meters. I have been able 
to get it to go, nonetheless. Electrically that is. Mechanically, however, 
it is woefully inadequate because a couple of the cores are so loose that 
one has even fallen out when turning it upside down to perform repairs/mods. 
In any case, I want to redo the allignment and seal the inductors with some 
type of sealant. 


What type of sealant is appropriate for this? It needs to be able to be in 
contact with the core without degrading performance (much). Ideally, it will 
not set immediately so that I have some time to fine-tune the core at the 
last minute with the sealant in place.

The coating on the various magnet wires (Thermaleze, Imideze, Formvar 
etc.) can be important in winding optimized baluns. As emphasized by 
Jerry Sevick in his book "Transmission Line Transformers Handbook", the 
coating thickness plays an important role in determining the 
characteristic impedance of the line (which affects the high frequency 
response of the balun). The insulation properties are of secondary 
importance. Some newer coating are being used now which are still 

OK as long as you check the thickness. I had a problem finding Formmar 
wire of a certain type and was able to find a very close equivalent 

in the newer types by getting a catalog from the Essex wire company 
(they have a website).

Just thought I would share this, as I find it amazing. 


Normally I build Tick keyers into my QRP rigs, but, as an experiment, because 


I could find specs on what the Tick keyers draw when "asleep" but not when in 
use, I built a Tick keyer, complete with keying transistor and Piezo Buzzer 
and 3 volt battery into a case made of single-sided PC Board that measures 1 
3/4" .by 4°7/146" ‘by 4.178". 


The battery I used was a Lithium CR2016 Calculator type battery, which is a 
disk that measures 3/4" wide, and just over 1/16" thick. 


I have just had to replace that battery after over a year and a half of 
normal (LOTS of CW) use! For rigs that have their own sidetone, I turn the 


Piezo off. For those that don't, having the Piezo sidetone works well. 


P. S. My paddles are made of double sided PC board and measure 2" X 1 7/16" 


X 9/16" high. Cost almost nothing to build, and VERY QRPortable. 
Unfortunately, I don't have a digital camera, but would like to 

somehow get a picture of them into the NORCAL Paddle Gallery.
